4 POLISH PILOTS 
FLEE TO AUSTRIA 
IN TWO PLANES 


Anti-Reds Say They De- 
fected Because of 
Poor Living, Political 


Pressures. 


VIENNA, July 28 (UP)—Four 
Polish air force pilots flew over 
the Iron Curtain to freedom in 
the West in two planes within 
hours of each other today. 

Two Poles landed their single- 

engined training plane in a 
|/meadow near Krems, 40 miles 
northwest of Vienna, shortly 

after 9 a.m. 

The two others crash-landed 
‘their twin-engined Soviet plane 
'in a woods near the town of 
_Kirchberg am Wechsel, 50 miles 
| south of Vienna, several hours 
_ later. 

One of the occupants of the 
second plane was injured 
slightly, police said. 

The first two pilots to land 
were identified by police as 
Bogdan Biskupski, 21 years old, 
and Karol Kruk, 20, both of 
Warsaw. Police said they re- 
| quested political asylum. They 
said they defected because of 
| poor living conditions and polit- 
ical pressure. 

_ Both of the other airmen also 
_asked for refuge. Police identi- 
fied them as Lescec Szachoglu- 
_chowic, 23, and Eugenius Demb- 
ski, 21. The Poles said they 
were stationed at the Semlo air- 
| port near Warsaw. 
| “We could not stand it any 
/more at home,” Dembski told 
police. 

The airmen were the first 
_escapees from Poland to reach 
| Austria since the June 28 Pol- 
'ish workers uprising in Poznan. 
|The workers rebelled against 
| sub-standard living and working 
| conditions. 

Krems is about 375 air miles 
southwest of Warsaw. It lies 
near the border with Commu- 
'nist Czechoslovakia, which lies 

between Poland and Austria.

The city’s government can be 
improved without abandoning 
the basic system under which 
St. Louis has made great prog- 
ress during the last half cen- 
tury or more, he told the free- 
holders at Kiel Auditorium yes- 
terday. 

In considering charter mod- 
ernization, the freeholders 
would be well advised to draft 
changes within the framework 
of the Mayor-council system, 
Tucker stated without volun- 
teering any suggestions as to. 
specific improvements. 

Spelled Out in 1950. 


During a question period, 
when he indicated he would like | 
to see the Mayor's position 


strengthened he was asked how 
this should be done. He re- 
plied that some of his ideas had 
been spelled out in the charter 


proposal of 1950. This docu- 
ment, drafted by a board of 
freeholders headed by Tucker, 


was rejected at the polls. 

The 1950 proposal called for 
centralization of. administrative 
authority in the Mayor, who 
would appoint a finance director 
and certain other key officials 
who now are elected. 

In reply to another question, 
Tucker said the _ freeholders 
should consider exempting com- 
missioners from civil service. 
This would apply to such offi- 
cials as the fire chief, the head 
of the hospital division and the 
water commissioner. 

Council-Manager. 

Two weeks ago the freehold- 
ers heard William E. Kemp, 
former Mayor of Kansas City, 
describe the merits of the coun- 
cil-manager system, which is 
designed to eliminate political 
favoritism through employment 
of a trained city manager to 
carry out policies formulated 
by a small, non-partisan 
council 

“There are disturbing fea- 
tures in the council-ynanager 
form of government that make 


it most undesirable for St 
Louis,” Tucker asserted. 

“The mayor-council form of 
government is devoid of the 


many weaknesses we find in 
the council-manager type. By 
making changes in our mayor- 
council form of government we 
may acquire the major benefits 
offered by the council-manager 
type, but at the same time re- 
tain something which is basi- 
cally good for St. Louis.” 

The key to municipal integ- 
rity does not lie in the form of 
government but in the type of 
men and women in the Gov- 
ernment, the Mayor empha- 
sized. “It is certainly as easy 
to have a poor city manager as 
a poor mayor,” he declared. 

Argues Against Manager. 

Insisting that the council- 
manager system is not a pana-. 
cea. he presented the following 
arguments against its adoption 
here: 

1. The council-manager setup 
concentrates all legislative and 
administrative power in the 
elected council, with “a fright- 
ening absence of the checks and 
balances provided by the tradi- 
tional American form of gov- 
ernment calling for both an 
elective legislative body and an 
elective executive +

Passed by the House, blocked in the Senate— 
the old story on civil rights legislation has been 
repeated once more. And once more it has 
been demonstrated that the path to progress on 
civil rights lies elsewhere than in Congress, 


As usual, it was a handful of hardy Northern 
Democrats, without much help from Republi- 
cans, who led the fight to get the bill before the 
Senate—chiefly Senators Hennings of Missouri, 
Douglas of Illinois and Lehman of New York. 


Senator Hennings was fighting for civil rights 
legislation long before the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration developed an election-year interest in 
it. Senators Douglas and Lehman are veterans 
of previous civil rights battles. AJl three did 
their best to get the House bill teleased from 
Senator Eastland’s’ deadly embrace. 


Yet each of them knew that even if they had 
succeeded in bringing the bill to the floor, it 
would have been filibustered to death by the 
Southern Democrats. They also knew that the 
Republican leadership, while happy to encourage 
civil rights disputes between Northern and 
Southern Democrats, has shown no disposition 
to fight for such legislation itself. 

A Republican Senate was elected in 1952, and 
came into office sheltered by the limitless pres- 
tige of a fresh Eisenhower Administration. But 
it did not even try to pass a civil rights bill. On 
the contrary, the Republicans themselves struck 
the death blow to the 1953 effort of Northern 
Democrats to curb the filibuster power in the 
Senate—an indispensable preliminary to any 
effective civil rights legislation. 

So, as usual in election year, the function of 
the civil rights bill has been more political than 
legislative. It enabled the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration, which did not get interested in the 
subject until in its fourth year, to “make a 
record” in favor of the legislation. It enabled 
House Republicans and Northern Democrats to 
make a show of supporting the bill while know- 
ing full well that it had no chance of passage. 
And it provided fodder for campaign speeches 
on both sides from now till November. 

The fight for civil rights legislation must go 
on, because it is a just fight. While it goes on, 
however, realists should bear in mind these 
two points: 

1. There will not be any civil rights leg- 
islation until the Senate power of filibuster 


is restricted. Anybody who favors the first 
without favoring the second is a faker. 


<. There is plenty of room for progress 
in -civil rights through the wise use of 
Executive power to implement Supreme 

Court decisions, without waiting for legis- 

lation. Anybody who favors the second with- 

out favoring the first is a faker. 

To their credit, Senator Hennings, Douglas 
and Lehman have consistently fought for both 
anti-filibuster resolutions and civil rights bills, 
for both executive and congressional action. 
How many other Senators, Republican or Dem- 
ocratic, can say the same? 
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Marking Time on County Assessments 

St. Louis county has drifted another little bit 
closer to carrying out the parcel-by-parcel real 
estate reassessment that county officials have 
been promising for more than a year. Circuit 
Judge Franklin Ferriss at Clayton now declares 
that the county can employ two private appraisal 
firms to deliver on those promises. 

However, his opinion must be carried to the 
Missouri Supreme Court fos a legally definitive 
answer, and that will take time. Meanwhile the 
ancient inequities in the county’s tax structure 
remain firmly fixed in place. Taxpayers who 
have been carrying their own tax burden .and 
part of the other fellow’s as well will suffer a 
little longer. It is already too late to take any 
action that will be reflected on this year's 
tax bills. 

If the litigation is concluded favorably and 
in time for at least a start on the parcel-by- 
parcel revaluation before the assessment books 
close next spring, equity will be_reflected in a 
few 1957 tax bills. But the revaluation is at 
least a three-year job and the work may drag 
out until as late as 1960. For those who may 
have to wait until then, tax justice is a long 
way off. 

County residents who participate in the Re- 
publican primary Aug. 7 will spot a familiar 
name on the ballot. Assessor Phil M. Deuser, 
who is primarily responsible for the assessment 
mess, is running on his record for his fifth 
successive four-year term. It will be interesting 
to see how his Republican constituents assess 
his candidacy. - 
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Anglers or Scientists? 

Fishing and hunting soon will be ‘taught in 
the high schools and colleges of the United 
States, according to Dr. Julian W. Smith, asso- 
ciate professor of outdoor education at Michi- 
gan State University. He says that more than 
half of 28,000 high schools surveyed last year 
were interested in such courses. And he might 
have added that some schools already offer 
them, including Missouri's Kirksville State Col- 
lege. Others offer courses in equestration (more 
commonly known as horseback riding), cosme- 
tology ‘or how to apply powder and lipstick) 
and tourism (or how to hand the out-of-state 
driver a road map). 

As members of Izaak Walton's Brotherhood of 
the Angle, we take no dim view of fishing. In- 
deed it might be good for this troubled world 
if more youngsters were introduced to “the con- 
templative man’s recreation.” Nor do we harbor 
a prejudice against the noble horse just because 
we believe the automobile is here to stay. And 
as for more feminine beauty, who can be against 
that? But is instruction in these subjects educa- 
tion? The question assumes increasing impor- 
tance as the number of students grows larger 
and larger. 

Insofar as the American taxpayer meets the 
cost of education, he may say what it shall be. 
If he wants the time of teachers and students 
given over to matters quite pleasant in them- 
selves but mastered for centuries and centuries 
outside the classroom, no doubt that is how 
their time will be spent—and pleasantly enough. 

But if that is how it is to be, perhaps we had 
better stop complaining that Johnny cannot read 
or that the Russians are training scientists faster 
than we are. Or much more money than the 
current inadequate sums will have to be devoted 
to education—and more time, too—so that stu- 
dents of fishing may also leare. chemistry. 

Already educational administrators are at 
their wits’ ends to see how they can accommo- 
date the tidal wave of students rushing toward 
them. More money certainly must be made avail- 
able; but it may also be necessary to reduce the 
cost of education insofar as this is possible with- 
out reducing its quality. 

Relatively slight savings may be made by 
curbing the peculiarly American taste for hous- 
ing schools in grandiose architecture and sur- 
rounding them with elaborate landscaping. More 
might be saved by a careful examination of the 
curriculum with a view to squeezing out courses 
which do not contribute to true tion. This 
would promote genuine learning, “alture and 


’ 


scientific advance; but it is mentioned here only 
as a matter of economics. Even aside from pre- 
serving the meaning of a college degree—which 
is now sought after as the high school diploma 
once was—Americans must decide what they 
are willing to pay for it. And they just might 
conclude that they do not want t6 foot a class- 
room bill for what is more pleasantly—and 
probably more effectively —learned along a 
stream in the company of one wise in the ways 
of water and fish. | 
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In the Fog Off Nentucket 


Although modern science has rid the sea of 
many hazards and eliminated many rigors, a 
marine disaster such as that’ of the Andrea 
Doria-Stockhoim collision in a fog 45 miles 
south of Nantucket Island reminds us that the 
ocean still retains its immutable autocracy over 
man and his works. Had the sea been rough or 
had help been slow in arriving, many more per- 
sons might have lost their lives. 

The Andrea Doria with 1706 aboard and the 
11,000-ton Swedish-American liner carrying 
870 persons were crack ships equipped with 
the latest in navigational aids, including radar 
that should have enabled the ships to spot each 
other long before the collision. The story of 
what caused them to collide has not yet been 
brought to light and the question of whether or 
not the Italian liner crew conducted itself in 
accordance with the traditions of the sea is still 
unsettled. 

The collision occurred within 20 miles of the 
spot where the Italian liner Florida rammed and 
sank the British liner Republic on Jan. 22, 1909, 
also on a foggy night. There were 1600 persons 
aboard those two vessels but all but six were 
saved. The accident went down in marine his- 
tory as the first one in which radio was used in 
rescue of passengers. 

Fog also played a major part when, on the 
night of May 29, 1914, the Norwegian freighter 
Storstadt rammed and sank the Empress of 
Ireland with loss of 1023 of the 1467 persons 
aboard the Canadian liner. The Empress, leav- 
ing the Gulf of St. Lawrence, was within two 
miles of shore and in water only 120 feet deep 
when she sank. The heavy loss of life was due 
to two factors: the Empress’s lights failed with- 
in five minutes and she sank in 14 minutes. Had 
the Andrea Doria’s lights failed or had she sunk 
within minutes instead of staying afloat as she 
did for 11 hours, the loss of life might well 
have been heavy. 

As matters now stand, there are other perti- 
nent questions, besides those concerning the use 
of the radar and the conduct of the grew, to be 
asked about the Andréa Doria. Why did she sink 
when only three compartments were ruptured in 
the collision? Were the doors in the watertight 
compartments not functioning properly or was 
the ship construction not up to our standards? 

The several inquiries already launched should 
throw light on all these questions. The sinking 
of the Andrea Doria, although it is relieved by 
the gallant conduct of the rescue ships, stands 
as a warning that ocean travel needs to be made 
much safer. 
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A Big Crop of Firings 

If Secretary Benson does not reinstate all the 
members of county farm committees fired in 
Missouri, at least he should raise his eyebrows 
over Senator Symington’s figures. 

Appealing to the Secretary of Agriculture in a 
Senate speech, Mr. Symington noted that 55 
county committeemen elected by the farmers 
themselves have been fired in this state. They 
were dismissed after disputes with Murray Col- 
bert, state boss of the Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation program. 

What makes this figure of 55 so interesting is 
that only 165 county ASC committeemen have 
been dismissed in all the other 47 states. In only 
one other state were more than 16 fired. The 
suspicion is held among Republicans as well as 
Democrats that Missouri's ASC troubles are 
political. 

Secretary Benson has already reinstated the 
three members of the Boone county ASC com- 
mittee. The remarkable crop of firings in this 
state ought to lead him to order a thorough 
and fair review. 
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The Steel Settlement 

A. little more than a week ago President 
Eisenhower reviewed the steel strike, and the 
White House issued a denial of reports that he 
had warned the parties to the dispute to reach 
a settlement within a week or face Federal 
intervention, 

It may be wholly coincidental, but the settle- 
ment has come almost within the week which 
the President was said to have allowed. It comes 
after 27 days of the strike, and curiously enough 
it follows very closely the lines that were pre- 
dicted by some steel industry publications at 
the beginning. 

The companies give up their demand for a 5- 
year contract, but obtain a 3-year contract which 
they now say will assure a period of labor peace 
long enough to justify them in going ahead with 
plant expansion plans. The union obtains what 
seems to be a generous increase in wages and 
other benefits, amounting to 45.6 cents an hour 
over-all and an average of 20.3 cents an hour 
during the first year. 

The gratification at the ending of the strike 
in this basic industry will be mingled with some 
apprehension over the price increase which the 
steel companies will impose to pay for the new 
wage costs. There are no price controls and the 
companies are free, of course, to charge what 
the traffic will bear. 

The President makes a point of avoiding “in- 
tervention” as far as possible, but if steel prices 
go up so high as to start a general inflationary 
cycle, the effects will certainly touch the na- 
tional interest. We hope therefore that some- 
body at the White House will let the steel in- 
dustry know that moderation and restraint in 
pricing policies would be much appreciated. The 
sky is not the limit. 
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Lesson for Secretary Seaton 

The newest member of the Cabinet, Fred A. 
Seaton, who took office as Secretary of the In- 
terior ‘last month, entered energetically into 
Operation Alert, the 1956 civil defense exercise 
which ended Wednesday. 

In a most informative press conference he 
explained that the exercise had convinced him 
an atomic attack plus sabotage could inflict “a 
real knockout blow” to key electric power in- 
stallations. 

This was in decided contrast to a publicity 
handout from his department on the previous 
day which had quoted Mr. Seaton as stating 
that despite “severe” damage “most essential 
power needs” were “being met.” 

Thus Secretary Seaton not only has learned 
considerable about what a major bombing at- 
tack could do to some of the vital resources of 
the nation but he also had a good demonstra- 
tion of how easy it is to get caught in the 
ratchets and rollers of a publicity on the 
Cabinet level. May he profit thereby"

New farm law may do some temporary good but will not help 
farmers much in long run, M.F.A. leader says; cutting produc’ 


nation still needs to learn to live with 


abundance; urges subsidy program letting prices find own level.

The new farm law is not going to 
solve the so-called “farm problem.” 

It will undoubtedly do some good for 
a year or so, for it stands to reason 
that the two billion dollars the Gov- 
ernment hopes to pump into agricul- 
ture under the new law will be felt in 
some measure by a great many farmers. 
But in scope and permanence it will 
fall far short of being a solution to the 
farm problem. 

It is merely the application to farm 
production of the ancient device of in- 
dustry for controlling. prices. When 
there is a surplus in industry, produc- 
tion is simply curtailed to the point 
where the public will pay higher prices 
for goods they need. The present 25 
per cent cut-back in automobile produc- 
tion is a good example. 

The theory is that by curtailing pro- 
duction of those farm commodities in 
which there are surpluses, prices will 
be forced up. But this device just won't 
work satisfactorily in agriculture. Farm 
production is dependent on several fac- 
tors which are of no consequence to 
industrial production. 

Drouth .or flood, insects or disease 
may seriously damage or completely 
destroy a crop. Or a farmer may plant 
fewer acres in a year when weather 
conditions are favorable and by the 
judicious use of fertilizers and agricul- 
tural chemicals, still increase produc- 
tion. 

It is not possible, or practical, for 
our approximately five million farmers, 
who make a living by producing, to cut 
back production by 25 per cent, as a 
few automobile factories can do. 

A farm law which will meet the needs 
of farmers must recognize the fact that 
we must learn to live with an abun- 
dance in agriculture. That is why, I 
recommended to the Senate Committee 
on Agriculture last fall that we adopt 
a production payment plan which would 
give farmers 100 per cent of parity and 
at the same time allow farm prices to 
fall to their natural level in the market. 

If Congress should adopt such a plan, 
the Government (‘all the people) would 
pay farmers the difference between 100 
per cent of parity and what they actual- 
ly received for their production. 

Farmers would receive fair prices, 
and could keep on producin Con- 
sumers would benefit from the abun- 


dant production, because prices would 
be reasonable. Our surpluses in storage 
(which overall are relatively small) 
would melt away in a short time. 


The atmosphere surrounding consid- 
eration of farm legislation during the 
past year has not been conducive to 
good results. There was an almost 
complete lack of agreement among the 
various farm organizations and com- 
modity groups. And with all the politi- 
cal bickering and election-year maneu- 
vering we could hardly expect more 
than we got. 

I see cause for concern in the prevail- 
ing trend among some of the nation’s 
farm leaders toward the belief that the 
way to solve the farm problem is to 
deal with it “commodity by commod- 
ity.” Such a plan is politically imprac- 
ticable, as was demonstrated during the 
consideration of the present law by 
Congress last spring. 

In order to kill the 90 per cent pro- 
vision in the bill being considered by 
Congress in March, the Secretary of 
Agriculture, by means of a letter dated 
March 2, to Senator George Aiken of 
Vermont, virtually bought off the Sena- 
tors of the cotton states by promising 
them support levels for cotton during 
1956 at “about 86 or 87 per cent of 
parity.” plus assuring them of no fur- 
ther cut in acreages 

Benson then bought off the Corn 
Belt Senators by promising them an 
increase in corn acreage this year from 
43 to 51 million acres, if they would 
oppose the 90. per cent provision and 
vote for flexible supports. For instance, 
six of them voted for flexible corn sup- 
ports, then turned around and voted in 
favor of “rigid” 90 per cent supports 
for wheat. 

These demonstrations prove what I 
had always suspected, that the purpose 
of the “commodity by commodity” ap- 
proach is to “divide and conquer.” 

It is my hope that when another 
farm law is under consideration by 
Congress farmers will not be “taken 
in” by the advocates of “commodity by 
commodity” action. We can win only 
when all farmers are given considera- 
tion in a single law, which is another 
way of saving that we can win only 
when all farm groups favor a single 
overall plan for the benefit of the 
producers of all different commodities.

Duke's tape-recorderish dialogue has 
the merit of resembling human speech 
and the fault of seeming cryptic at 
times. Though “Sideman” would have 
profited from a little judicious pruning 
and a more realistic treatment of good- 
boy, bad-boy Bernie Bell, it has ele- 
ments that should appeal to a wide 
public.

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Iced Tea 


Hot Weather Beverage

tea will be served this sum- 

mer. This is one of the 
favorite summer beverages. And 
I know of at least one person 
(and, by the way, she is a food 
editor) who demands iced tea 
for breakfast all the year 
around. 


Gees win and gallons of iced 


Most of us like our tea hot 
in cold weather, especially if 
we choose it for breakfast. We 
like it freshly made for hot 
service and within a reason- 
able time of its brewing for 
icing. If made by the recipe 
sponsored by the Tea Associa- 
tion*, the tea will be not too 
strong, not too weak and will 
be clear. 


Clearing is accomplished by 
adding cold water, fresh and 
sparkling, to the strained hot 
tea. After this, it should not be 
refrigerated but poured into 
ice-filled glasses. It saves time, 
as only half the amount of wa- 
ter need be brought to a boil. 


After the tea and boiling water 
have been combined, the mix- 
ture should be allowed to brew 
five minutes to bring out the 
flavor. 

Longer brewing will bring 
out a certain amount of bitter- 
ness, and with a shorter time, 
full flavor cannot be extracted. 
As you have probably discov- 
ered, iced tea is sometimes so 
weak that after lemon juice has 
been added, it is more like 
lemonade than iced tea. By 
the way, there is powdered tea 
on the market which is par- 
ticularly appropriate for the 
iced beverage.

Iced Tea’. 

Pre-measure 1% cup loose tea 
for remove tags from 15 tea- 
bags). Bring one quart of fresh, 
sparkling cold water to full 
rolling boil in a saucepan. Re- 
move from heat, and while wa- 


ter is still bubbling, add all the 
tea at one time. Stir. Brew 
five minutes, uncovered. Stir 
and strain into pitcher holding 
an additional quart of fresh, 
sparkling cold water. Do not 
refrigerate. Serve in ice-filled 
glasses, with lemon and sugar 
to taste. 

Honey Minted Iced Tea. 

One quart boiling water; “4 
cup loose tea (or remove tags 
from 15 teabags); one quart cold 
water; two cups orange juice; 
one orange cut in half and thin- 
ly sliced; % cup honey; 8 to 10 
sprigs of mint, bruised. 

Bring one quart water to a 
full rolling boil in saucepan. Re- 
move from heat and while water 
is still bubbling, add all the tea 
at one time., Brew five minutes. 
Stir and strain into container 
holding one quart cold water. 
Cool at room temperature. Add 
remaining ingredients. When 
ready to serve, pour into ice- 
filled glasses. Yield: 10 to 12 
servings. 


A Plea 
For Retugees 
In Europe

HYDE PARK. 
HAVE an appeal from a 
man in Australia, a refugee 
who pleads for the old and 
the sick refugees who are still 
in Europe. Many of them 
probably will never leave the 


camps in which they now live. 


Their only protection,.as far as 
civil rights go, is in the hands 
of the High Commissioner of 
Refugees of the United Natins. 

Dr. Van Heuven Goodhart, 
the Commissioner who died the 
other day, was looked upon by 
thousands of people as a father. 
And they looked to him for un- 
derstanding and help, because, 
though his mandate was only to 
see that refugees got the oppor- 
tunity to work and live in the 
countries where they might be, 
he took a deep interest in those 
who lived—and because of ill- 
ness, probably would always 
have to live—in camps in dif- 
ferent parts of Europe.

HE TRIED to get govern- 
ments to understand the refu- 
gees’ plight and to contribute 
money to help them, and he got 
some funds from both govern- 
ments and individuals. Now 
the refugees have lost their 
protector and, for a little while 
until a new commissioner is 
appointed, they will feel that 
there is no one to whom they 
can write about their problems. 

My correspondent in Aus- 
tralia, Peter P. Golovchansky, is 
editor and publisher of Our 
Life, a periodical to promote 
understanding between aliens.

that is going barefoot for an 
hour or more atatime. When- 
ever you go to the beach, kick 
off your shoes and walk bare- 
foot in the sand. This is fine 
for the feet because they're 
confined so much, and the “air 
bath” helps their circulation. It 
strengthens the muscles in the 
feet and weak ankles—plus re- 
lieving general foot strain. 


Walk on tiptoe and run in the 
sand. For weak ankles, place 
feet five inches apart, toes 
pointing straight ahead. Put 
all the weight on the outside 
borders of the feet, gripping 
the sand with the toes and pull 
the arches upward. Hold and 
relax, being sure to keep the 
weight on the outside edges of 
the feet after relaxing. At no 
time let your arch bear your 
weight. Increase number of 
times until you can do about 20 
times. Walking on the outer 
edges of your feet is another 
foot strengthener. Raise your 
toes off the sand and stand on 
your heels. 


You will find new control 
after a period of walking care- 
free in the sand. The stronger 
and more supple your feet are, 
and the more actively the blood 
circulates through them, the 
better you will feel all over. 
You will feel less like collapsing 
at the end of a busy day. Put 
your feet first and see.

If he let the defenders in 
now with the ace of trumps, 
they would surely cash their 
side suit winners, so he tried to 
get rid of a heart on dummy’s 
clubs. 

It is difficult to see how he 
expected to accomplish this as 
he had two clubs himself and, 
with only five clubs outstanding, 
one opponent had a doubleton at 
the most. Anyway, at trick three 
he led dummy’s ace of clubs. 
He followed with the king and 
Mrs. Keen ruffed low and 
cashtd two quick hearts and the 
ace of diamonds. The ace of 
trumps made it a two-trick set. 

“Muzzy, why do you always 
have to win the first trick?” 
Mr. Champion asked. “All you 
had to do was win 10 tricks. 
Any 10.” 


“IT can’t make the hand,” re- 
plied Mr. Muzzy,” with you hav- 
ing only one trump.”

Weekly Report 


On Public Health 
By J. Earl Smith, M.D. 


St. Louis Health Commissioner 


HIGGERS are one of the 
most pestiferous of all ani- 
mals. Though scarcely visi- 
ble—they look like tiny orange- 
red spots—they can cause a 
remarkably persistent irritation 
that can last for several days. 

The stages of a chigger's 
life are the egg, the larva, the 
nymph and the adult. Upon 
hatching, the larvae (‘the only 
parasitic stage) attaches itself 
upon any passing vertebrate— 
rodent, reptile, bird or man— 
near the base of a hair or where 
the skin is thin and wrinkled. 
Most bites sustained by man 
are on the legs, although chig- 
gers sometimes travel up the 
body as high as the waist be- 
fore biting. 

Chiggers found in this coun- 
try are not important factors 
in disease spread. Most infec- 
tions from chigger bites are the 
result of too vigorous and too 
prolonged scratching. Here are 
some suggestions on what you 
can do about chiggers. 

Wear high shoes or boots to 
tramp the woods. Tightly woven 
clothing with tight-fitting edges 
also helps. Dusting the legs and 
clothing with flowers of sulphur 
has considerable value in re- 
pelling the larvae. 

Usually some time—often an 
hour or more—elapses after ex- 
posure before the chigger bites, 
so that bathing the body prompt- 
ly and vigorously with soap will 
rid it of some, if not all, of the 
mites. 

The application of an alcohol 
solution, or of a sulphur oint- 
ment after bathing increases the 
protection. 

Once the bite has been in- 
flicted cleanliness of the site is 
necessary to prevent infection. 
For the itch the application of 
a baking soda solution, dilute 
ammonia water or strong al- 
cohol solution has considerable 
soothing value.
